NEW YORK, Oct. 3—A dispatch from 
London says that England is likely to be 
in the throes of a pretty bad war scare 
within the next féw days, unless appear- 
ances prove unexpectedly deceptive. The 
facts are that the Ministers had decided 
that there was no occasion for them to 
meet at the council board before the end 
of the first week in November, when it is 
a custom to hold a cabinet council and 
decide what announcement of policy shall

The current talk in official circles 
is of sensational developments in the 
French-Russian policy in the far East, but 
this appears to be conjectured rather than 
solidly based.

WHAT IT MEANS. — 

LONDON, Oct. 3.—The officials of the 
Foreign Office deny that the summoning 
of the Cabinet tomorrow is due to a hitch 
in the negotiations with France, regarding 
Madagascar. They say the reason is the 
necessity of discussing important interna- 
tional question, one of the chief subjects 
to be brought up being the safety of Brit- 
ish subjects resident in China. 

A dispatch was réceived at the Foreign 
Offica today from the British Consul at 
Peking, stating that he is making arrang- 
ments to insure the safety of British resi- 
dents at the Chinese capital. 

DENIES THE BLOCKADE. 

PARIS, Oct. 3.—The Minister of Foreign 
Affairs denies that the blockade of Mada- 
gascar has been proclaimed by France. 
The Minister of Marine declares that be- 
fore such a step could be taken the Euro- 
pean powers would have to be informed of 
the intention of France. 

UNCLE SAM IN THE STEW. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The Madagascar 
issue has been an endless source of conten- 
tion to the United States ever since the 
protectorate over Madagascar in 1885. The 
first American Consul after that was Mr. 
Campbell, who. was in a center of con- 
tention between the native government 
and the French Consul-General revresent- 
ing the protectorate. He was succeeded by 
Walker, a colored man of Nebraska, whose 
sympathy appeared to have been with the 
native government, although the State De- 
partment here wished him to accede to 
the French claims and take his exequatur 


from the French Consul-General. The 
American Consul could not be located, 
however, until he had treated 


with the Hovas government, when it was 

too late to recognize the French claim. 
‘The present United States Consul is an 

ex-Governor of Atlanta, Ga. He was ap- 


pointed a year ago, but up to the present 


time his consular office has not been rec- 
ognized, owing to the conflict between the 
Hovas and the French governments. It 
has brought about endless correspondence 
between the French government and the 
State Department. The present move of 
France is taken to indicate that she, tco, 
is tired of the temporarizing, and intends 
to force her contention to a final settle- 
ment. 

Private -eAvices here are to the 6éffect 
that the closing of the Madagascar ports 
will be followed by the landing of 2000 
French soldiers in Madagascar.

RUMOR IS WRONG. 

LONDON, Oct. 3.—The Daily News, 
‘commenting on a report that a special 
Cabinet council has been called, owing tc 
new devel nts in the relations with 
Frunace, “Rumor fs always wrong 
when applied to Cabinet meetings, and 
wise men pay no attention to its wander- 
ings. There are several questions at is- 
sue between France and England, but 
there are no questions of opposing inter- 
ests compatible in the remotest degree 
with those between France and Prussia 
in 1870.” 

A BIT OF HISTORY. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—The dispute be- 
tween France and England regarding Mad- 
agascar is one of long standing. Madagas- 
car is a large island, separated from the 
southeastern portion of Africa by the Mo- 
zambique Channel. It is now virtually 
under a French protectorate, although it 
is claimed in England that at least one- 
seventh of the island is held by British 
capital. But the French Embassy in Lon- 
don recently answered a communication 
from the Madagascar Consul in London by 
a formal statement that officially there is 
no longer such a person as a London Mad- 
agascar Consul, gnd it was added that the 
agents of France in various countries 
represent the Hovas government. 

Early last month the French govern- 
ment evidently determined upon taking de- 
cided action in regard to Madagascar, prob- 
ably believing thlat me hands of England 
were tied by ‘the mplications brought 
about by the war between China and 
Japan. Consequently M. le Myre de Vil- 
Hers ‘was sent on a special mission do Mad- 
agascar, and it was understood that he 
was,.to all intents and purposes, in- 
structed to demand the abdfcation of the 
government, and to enaer the island to 
France. 

The following be Was e re- 
gering the mission of M. Le Myre de Vil- 
liers recehtly: “He will first demand a 
revision of the ‘treaty of 1885, and will 
then ask that the territory of France at 
Diego Suarez be extended to Passandame 
Bay, on the western side ot Madagascar. 


and to Vohemar Bay on the east side of 


the Island, and that Madajunga and Nos- 
sibeh on the west toast, amd Fort Dauphin, 
Jumatave, Manaboudro and Andovoran on 
the eastern shores, with their adjacent 
territories, be ceded to France. Finally he 


was instructed to demand that the French 


residents shall have the right to control 
al) the actions of the government of Mad- 
agascar, including {ts foreign policy.”’ 

The Cocarde of Paris, at the time of the 
departure of M. Le Myre de Villiers, who 
is just about due at Madagascar, said: 
“He will call upon the Hovas government 
to satisfy all our demands and to respect 
all the clauses of war treaty. In the 
case of the Hovas government accepting 
this demand, a protocol, summarizing our 
rights and rendering some obscure points 
clear, will be drawn up. These rights 
may be summarized as follows: The in- 


will treat exclusively all questions of 
foreign policy with the powers; the recog- 
nition of the right of Europeans to pos- 
sess property without any retrocession 
clause; the rights of treating with the na- 
tives for the hire and farming of property; 
the registration of all deeds concerning 
the purchase and hire of property at the 
French residency; the construction of a 
railway which the Malagay government 
has till now refused; the freedom of navi- 
gation of the rivers, the establishment. of 
military stations, where the French may 
think fit.

ENGLISH PRESS COMMENT. 

LONDON, Oct. 3.—AM the afternoon pa- 
pers gravely discuss the hasty summons 
of the Cabinet council. It is generally ac- 
cepted as being conmected with some seri- 
ous difficulty with France. The Liberal 
organ, the Westminster Gazette, handles 
the subject tenderly, and is evidently 
anxious not to excite public opinion, and 
thereby embarrass the government. On 
the other hand, Conservative mouth-pieces 
discuss the matter more fearlessly, and 
warn France against encroaching upon 
Britigh rights. 

The Pall Mall Gazebte says: “The c- 
sis which necessitates the convening of a 
Cabinet council must be very sudden, as 
the ministers were dispersed on their holi- 
days. It is quite’ possible, however. that 
propositions have been made to settle var- 
ious differences.” The Pall Mall Gazette 
refers to an amitiicle ‘printed today in the 
Poktique Coloniale of Paris, which re- 
flects on Minister of Colonies Delicasse, 
and which gives, exclusive of the ques- 
tons ofi Egypt and Madagascar, a list of 
eleven outstanding difficulties between 
France and England connected with the 
frontier and similar disputes in the Afri- 
can colonies. The Politique Coloniale, 
however, says that many of these have 
practically been settled, and that none of 
them would justify a rupture unless one 
country was bent on picKing a quarrel with 
the other, which, the paper adds, is not 
the case 

The Pall Mall Gazette, in spite of this, 
gays the article in the Politique Coloniale 
is unfriendly to the verge of discourtesy, 
and says: “If it reflects the spirit in 
which the French ministers intend to dis- 
cuss the difficulties with England, we may 
‘prepare for trouble some time. We do 
not wish to quarrel with France, but, on 
the other hand, we are indisposed to per- 
mit trespassing upon our unquestioned 
rights. The builying spirit which tells 
Frenchmen that they have only to brag 
and bluff enough to force England to sur- 


render may easily lead to that belief.“ 
The Pall Mal Gazette then continues: 
“The Daily Chronicle says war between 
France and England must be regarded as 
inconceivable madness. It may be mad- 
ness, but it is not inconceivable. France 
must be tou courteously, but firmly, that 
we have not the slightest desire to at- 
tack or provoke her; but, if attacked, we 
shall defend ourselves to the last extrem- 
ity.”’ 

The Globe also expresses the belief that 
the hurried calling of a Cabinet council is 
due to Gisputes with France, adding: We 
believe that there is no ground for pub- 
lic alarm or suspicion, but we cannot sur- 
render any part of England's rights or 
shirk any part of her duties. Our strained 
relations with France are not a matter of 
a.day’s growth, nor connected entirely 
with Madagascar. We have points of con- 
tact with the French throughout the*world, 
and each is possible of having fostered an 
irritation which may easily become strife. 
It is certain thlat the tame way in which 
we have allowed ourselves to be outwitted 
in the far Bast during the last year, and 
the manner in which we stood by while 
France partitioned our heritage in Siam 
has done much to persuade the more igno- 
rant or hot-headed Frenchmen that En- 
gland is not so terrible after all, 

Today's news of the blockade of the 
Island of Madagascar sets at rest all doubis 
as to the immediate business of tomor- 
row’s.Qabinet council. The ministers have 
decided upon a resolute course of action, 
and twe await with anxiety the news of 
their decision.’ We want no panic nor war 
fevers, but we need assurance that our in- 
terests will be properly safe-guarded and 
out abies protected.

LITTLE ROCK 8 BLOW 


Four People Killed and 


The Streets Filled With Demolished 
Buildings and Tangled Wires— 
A Drenching ‘Rain Follows 
the Tornado. 


Associated Prase Leased-wire Service. 

LITTLE ROCK (Ark.,) Oct. 3.—Last 
evening’s cyclone grows in destructiveness 
as the details are gathered. Dark and 
ominous clouds had been gathering from 
the west and southwest, yet the city was 
unprepared for the dire visitation that 
followed in their wake. The first intima- 
tion of the impending catastrophe was 
when the tyclone struck. All electric. 
lights were extinguished. The darkened 
streets were filled with flying roofs and 
walls, and debris of all kinds. The cyclone | 
swept up from the southwest, striking the 
city near the insane asylum, the male 
ward of which was demolished. There Dr. 
Ingate was killed and several inmates: 
were seriously injured. It then passed on 
to the penitentiary, doing slight damage 
at intermediate points. The second and 
third stories of the shop building were 
blown off, and the cell building unroofed, 
the office destroyed and an old building 
scatte broadcast. One convict was 
killed and several guards injured. Toward 
the maim part of the city the path of the 
storm Was strewn with the debris of 
wrecked buildings and tangled telegraph 
and telephone wires that withstood 
the of many decades. Many res- 
idences were damaged, roofs blown away 
and walls partly demolished. 

The next marked damage was when the 
storm struck the Martin building, a large 
three-story brick office building and apart- 
ment house occupied by the Arkansas 
Methodist and several lawyers’ offices. 
Gov. Fishback and Gen. Armistead, who 
had room in this building, escaped in- 
jury. The colared porter was seriously 
injured. From that point east the scene 
that met the view of the vast throngs who 
flocked thither’ this morning was beyond 
description. Some of the most substantial 
brick structures of the district lying along 
Main and Markham streets south to Fourth 
and Fifth streets were razed. 

The wind was followed by a drenching 
rain that lasted nearly an hour and kept 
every one within doors, so that the real 
extent of the damage could not be ascer- 
tained at the e. Telephone wires in 
the business on of the city were 
blown down. Death and destruction were 
rife. As soon as the rain had abated some- 
what, the streets were filled with excited 
people. Pedestrianism was attended with 
extreme difficulty and dangar. as there 
were no lights and the tangled wires, 
heaps of brick, twisted tin roofs, and 
great plate-glass windows filled the streets 
and sidewalks.

OUR NORTHERN REALM. 


New Laws Suggested for the Better 
Government of Alaska. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 38.—Another at- 
tempt is to be made during the coming 
“session of Congress to enact legisllation 
for the better government of Alaska. The 
persons who have already gone to that 
Territory and made investments are anx- 
ious to have laws which will make secure 
property rights and will also establish 
closer commercial relations between the 
Territory ahd the United States. It has 
been suggested that one of the firét steps 
bringin into closer com- 
munication wi ‘United States and 
making it more Bn to the government 
will be to organize the Territory as other 
Territories have been organized, and send 
a delegate to Congress to represent it, who 
would point out the needs of the people 
of the Territory to the legislators. 

This idea is combatted by those who 
claim that at present there are not enough 
white people there to constitute a repre- 
sentative government and that the native 
population has not attained a degree of 
intelligence to entitle it to partic 
government affairs.

CHURCH 4 AND STATE. 


It is announced ” from Washington 
that advices have been received from 
Rome to the effect that the Pope will, 
in-an encyclical letter soon to be is- 
sued, St forth important enlarge- 
ments in the functions, authority and 
dignity of Mgr. Satolli, the pa- 
pal delegate in this country. The 
Pope, it is said, is impressed with the 
desirability of establishing the papal 
legation here on a basis commensu- 
rate with the extent and character of 
this country. It is probable that Sa- 
tolli’s jurisdiction will be enlarged 
and his authority made supreme in 
this country, not being subject to ap- 
peals to Rome. 

This comes rather near to the ap- 
pointment of an American pope, and 
will doubtless give rise to.many 
tremors on part of those who appre- 
hend an early subjugation of the 
United States by the Catholic church; 
but, all Ahings considered, it is proba- 
bly the wisest thing that the pon- 
tiff could do to give supreme power 
to one who resides in this country and 
who is able—or should be able before 
long—to understand something of the 
spirit of the American people and their 
institutions—to know how far he may 
safely go and where he must call a 
halt. That Pope Leo is far more in 
touch with the spirit of the times 
than any of his predecessors have 
been, or than many of his counselors 
and followers now are, has been 
plainly shown in his treatment of the 
republican question in France, and of 
other important questions that have 
arisen during the past few years. He 
must naturally see that in a country 
of free thought, free government and 
free schools, the church must either 
adapt itself, to a certain extent, to 
the spirit of modern institutions or go 
to the wall. How far this yielding 
should extend can only be judged of 
by one who is on the spot. This is 
probably the reason for the unusual 
powers which are about to be con- 
ferred on the papal representative in 
this country. 

It. is possible that this change may 
result advantageously to the United 
States as well as to the papacy. If 
the delegate is wise, it will obviate

STARVED TO DEATH. 


A Shocking Case of Cruelty 7 
Animal. 


Officer Wright of the Humane Society 
late yesterday aftarnoon shot an old and 
helpless horse Which was lying in a 
vacant lot on Bonnie Brae street, near 
Ocean View avenue. The animal lay in 
the blistering sun all day, unable to get 
upon its feet. It was a shocking sight to 
behold, being @ mere skeleton and covered 
with sores. It seems that the animal be- 
longed to a man named Nelligan, who 
recently left the city, leaving the horse 
with his wife, who lives in the neighbor- 
hood where the horse was found yester- 
day morning. Humane people residing in 
the neighborhood some days ago noticed | 
the terrible condition of the animal, which 
the woman continued to drive after it was 
so weak it could hardly stand. Reports 
were sent to the Humane Officer, who in- 
vestigated and prepared to prosecute the 
owner of the animal, when it was found 
“that he had left town. Meanwhile the ani- 
man was turned out to die, as is supposed, 
by Neiligan's wife, on Tuseday night, and 
was shot by the officer yesterday afternoon, 
as above stated. It had evidently been 
literally starved to death. Officer Wright 
says the case is one of the most atrocious 
that has come under his notice.

Boyd, were diligently at work in their 
efforts to secure from the Senate Commit- 
tee on Commerce, a report favorable to 
the construction of the arbor at Santa 


the efforts of Senator White, who is a mem- 
ber of that committee, a day was fixed 
(June 16) upon which the committee agreed 
to hear the matter presented by represen- 
tatives of both sides of the controversy. 
It was learned that Mr. Huntington would 
have a report presented by a private engi- 
neer (Mr. Corthell,) and in order that 
technical statements in matters of engi- 
unchallenged, an 
order was secured, by the efforts of Sena- 
tor White, from the Secretary of War, 
ordering Maj. Raymond, who was a mem- 
ber of the last Board of Army co ogee 
which reported in favor of San Pedro, to 
also attend the hearing. 

Upon the hearing, Mr. Corthell read an 
argument in favor of Santa Monica and 
against San Pedro, which has been printed 
and a copy of which you have no doubt 
received. He prefaced the reading of this 
by the statement that he simply made it 
voluntarily, and as a matter in which he 
bad taken some interest. Upon cross- 
examination by Senator White, he ad- 


in the employ of Mr. Huntington in build- 
img a bridge across the Mississippi River 
near New Orleans, and that in fact Mr.

SANTA MONICA, Oct. 3.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) ‘At Tuesday evening’s Trus- 
tee meeting Marshal Barretto resigned.

-\PASADENA, Oct. 3.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The well which has been 
drined on the grounds of Judge Picher’s 
residence, corner of California street and 
Magnolia avenue, to which reference has 
been made in this column, continues to be 
a success. A pump run by a gasoline 
engine, is now in place over the well, 
which will yield steadily three inches of 
water, the value of which all irrigators 
know.

BUEHLER’S DI DISGRACE. 


He Resigns as Deputy Sheriff to Es- 
‘ cape Removal. 

The story of W. H. Buehler's shameful 
treatment of a young girl, as published in 
‘The Times yesterday, caused much talk 
about the City Hall,, and the other mem- 
bers of the Board of tion were very 
emphatic. in their denunciation of his ac- 
tion. It is not known just what the pow- 
ers of the board art in the matter of ex- 
pulsions, but Buehler will probably be 
asked for his resignation, and if he declines 
to step down and out, the courts will be 
asked to take action. 

Later developments in the disgraceful at- 
fair put Buehler in an even worse light 
than he first appeared. It seems that 
Buehler was at the time he committed the 
outrage a deputy sheriff, having been 
sworn in some time ago by Sheriff Cline, 
and, as an officer, took the girl from the 
custody of Police Officer McLain, saying 
that he would attend to the matter, and 
return her to the authorities to be sent 
back to the Florence Home. In place of 
dcing this, he harbored the girl for sev- 
eral days, and debauched her. The super- 
intendent of the Florence Home, A. M. 
Armour, finally located the girl, and with 
her stepfather and brother, went to Bueh- 
ler’s store, where she was found in a 
back room with Buehktr, under circum- 
stances that left no room for doubt of his 
guilt. 

The girl was taken possession of, and 
she made affidavit that Buehler had de- 
bauched her under threats of arrest if she 
did not submit to him. In the meantime, 
Buehler turned in his badge and resigned 
as deputy sheriff, so that nothing can be 
done, as the penalty for his offense was 
removal from office. 

Mr. Armour of the Florence Home does 
not propose, however, to let the matter 
rest until Buehler is at least removed from 
the school board. It is probable that the 
matter will be taken up at the next meet- 
ing, when the girl’s stepfather and brother 
will tell what they know, as well as the 
officers. Buebler, it is needless to say, 
denies the girl’s story, and declares that 
he did no wrong. 


HAD NO MONEY. 


Emil Freis Makes an Unsuccessful 
Attempt at Suicide. 

A man named Emil Freis attempted sui- 

cide in his room at No. 320% South Broad- 


gas. The man only arrived in the city a 
short while ago, and, being unable to find 
employment, decided to depart from life 
by way of the “short cut.“ He retired to 
his room quite late Tuesday night, and a 
lodger coming into the house after mid- 
night detected a strong odor of gas. The 
leak was traced to Freis’s room, and when 
the door was opened the man was found 
lying on the floor in an unconscious state. 
Medical assistance was summoned with- 
out delay, and Freis was restored to his 
senses. The would-be suicide had left a 
card upon which he had written the fol- 
lowing: 

have no funds, no ag 
lease vou people once. not cut m 
— and do not place it among jailbirds, 
because I have never committed no crime. 
Good-by, everybody.”’ 

The unfortunate man was suitably pro- 
vided for and at last accounts did not 
seem to regret that he had been saved 
from death.
